ESTATE DF INDIAN

BEFORE DISTRICT

COURT

An interesting Indian case, which
was on trial a number of days in June
in the district court at Brisham City,
has just been decided by Judge J D.
Call, and is an echo of the upheaval
of Washakie Indian land cases of two
or threo years ago. It involved an
estate of an old Indian named Wo-pi-

up. who as a member of the Shoshone
tribe roamed through the northern
part of Utah, Idaho, Wyoming and
Nevada, and finally they established
their camp at Washakie in Box Elder
county. He died in 1904 and left a
large parcel of land adjoining tho lown
of Tremonton valued at between
18,000 and $10,000, and the question
before the court was to determine bis
heirs at law. He died at Washakie,
and two old squaws claimed to be his,
surviving widows, aud an Indian n

Nevada contended that he was a
nephew, so that it resolved itself in'o
B triangle contest.

The case took a number- of days for
trial and was most novel and interest-
ing, as practically every word of testi-
mony bad to be interpreted by Bishop
Ward, who speaks the Shoshone lan-- j

uuage Another interesting feature
Was to establish the various dates of
marriage, separation, divorces, etc ;is
the. Indians keep no records like the
white man, and Iheir only method Is
to compute years and cycles of time
by moons, snows and events A nuiu--
her of snows represent a numher f

years, and the moons represent the
months of a year. It was also neces-
sary to establish their tribal customs
u lative to marriage and divorce dur-
ing the timo involved in the case, lhat
is from 1875 to 1904, which the state,
courts recognize and follow, and the
testimony was that they married and
divorced at the pleasure of the parties
thereto, and that no formal contract on
ceremony was necessary, and that a
separation by mutual consent, or
where one party left and married an-
other, was considered an absolute di-

vorce, and thereupon tho other party
v as free to form other marital alli-
ances hence it will bo seen that to
prove heirship among Indians la a epv
difficult task.

"Andzi" was the first squaw
p married in 1875, and while

her "chief" went to Nevada, she mar-
ried another Indian, known as Charles
Orobuc k. alias Charles Axbuck, alias
Charles Pettlbuek, and when p

returned and found his wife with
another Indian, he did not grieve lone,
but married who Is now
an old woman, whose exact age could
not be ascertained, but who la about
80 years She described how she mar-
ried who came and told her
that "he liked her looks," and brought
her a blanket and thereupon asked hf r
if she would come with him to his
camp, and when she answered in the
affirmative, he thereupon claimed her'
as his wife and they thereafter lived
togethera ntil his death In 1904.

It seems that the married life of an
Indian Is not different from the white.'
for a number of Indian women came
between Sev and
as she testified, and in describing
their picturesque names, she designat-
ed them as the bowmaker's daughter.
"Idea-up,- " alias "Nan-zi-hu,- " and also
an Indian woman by the name of
"Washigo "

WATER USER'S SUGGESTION.
The following sugpestlon repardinT

the conservation of water in the city
rnd the manner of distribution has
been submitted to the Standard:

"Editor Standard
"Recently a new ordinance has been,

enforced requiring all persons who use
water on their lawns or gardens to do!
so only every other night. The city
has been roughly divided Into halves,
at Adams avenue, the idea being to
have onlj half of the people use the
water at one time, thus saving the
rapidly decreasing supply of water.
This idea Is a very good one and also
necessary one. However, believe an
improvement can be made upon it, by
which the city will be divided ac-

curately into halves and also it will
make it easier to ascertain who the
water hogs' are. The idea which I

am about to suggesL and which I hope
will be considered and given publicity
through the efforts of the Standard, Is
ihat all odd numbered houses use the
water on odd dates of the calendar and
all evenly numbered houses use their
water only on even dates of tho month,
without regard as to which side of

town east or west of Adams the
houses arc located. Thus it can be
seen that on one night the houses on
one side of a street will use the water,
and the next night the other side of
the street, etc., all over the city.

"Also, as a suggestion, that every
timo a fire occurs in this city, that a
warning signal whistle be blown to
notify the pcgple of it, so that itnmi'-diatel- y

they can shut off their hoses,
if running, and use as little as pos-

sible water for domestic purposes;
thus increasing the water pressure
necessary to fight fires with "
